Deer hunting season 
of 


1970 is now history. 
But it is 
not too early for farmers and 
ranchers of the Medina Valley 
Soil and Water Conservation 


District to start planning the 


deer harvest of 1971. 
There are several observa­ 
tions that can be made that 
may influence die harvest of 
deer during the 1971 
hunting 
season. 
Just as 
there 
are 
tilings that a cow man l ooks 
for to determine how his cat­ 


tle are doing, there are 
indi­ 


cators of how a deer herd 
is 
doing. 
Those are die 
more 
obvious signs such as thi n, 


rough coated deer 
feeding 


throughout the day. 
This is 
an indication that high quali­ 
ty forage for deer is in 
short 
supply or non-existant. 


A small fawn crop 
is 
a 
sign that the deer herd is not 
doing well. 
A mature doe in 
good health w ill h a v e 
two 


fawns each year. 
In a healthy 


deer herd most of die fawns 


w ill be born in a short period 
of time because does in good 
condition breed and conceive 


mare easily than does in poor 
condition. In a he a Idly deer 
herd, does should a v e r a g e 


raising one and a half f awns 


each or a 15070 fawn crop. 
Another indication of an 
unhealthy deer herd is a large 
percent of bucks w h i c h are 
spikes. 
The ability to pro­ 


duce large antlers is probably 
inherited to some 
extent. 
More important is the quality 
and quantity of forage availa­ 


ble for the deer. 
Deer 
are 
grazing animals and 
must 
compete with odier g r a z i n g 


animals for forage. 
Tile first two to three years 


of a buck's life is the 
period 
of body growth. 
The feed he 
consumes goes first for body 
growth and what is not needed 


for body growth goes for ant 
ler grow til. 
Antlers are 
true 
bone and are developed e a c h 
year in about six months from 


Mid-March to September. For 


a buck to produce large a n t ­ 
lers he must inherit this abili­ 


ty and, more important, 
he 
must tiave access to an abun­ 


dant supply of high quality fo­ 
rage. 
It has been demonstrat­ 
ed several times by 
research 
and observation Hut a y e a r ­ 


ling buck with good feed can 
be an eight point b u c k . 
A 


spike buck is a spike e i t h e r 
because he did not have 
e- 


nough high quality forage or 
because he is an inferior ani­ 


mal cf the species. 
The basic 
principals 
of 
deer herd 
management are 


the same as for l i v e s t o c k . 


This includes balancing 
the 
herd with available f or a g e . 
The best method to a c c o m ­ 


plish tills is to harvest more 
deer to bring their numbers in 


line with the forage t hat is 
being pr o d uc ed or reduce 


numbers of domestic 
l i v e - 


stock til at compete with deer 


for forage.
